of territorics to the Union.

This 
ia hardly ‘a fair description. of 
the Labour Parliamentary Party, 
whose leaders have studiously 
turned the cold shoulder to the 
Leftists within its ranks and 
who have declined to have any- 
thing whatever to do with the 
Communists. But by holding up 
this bogey of extreme Socialist 
domination, Mr, Baldwin. is .pos- 
sibly hopeful of persuading that 
growing’ body of thoughtful 
opinion which ig more and more 
inclining towards moderate Left 
ideals not to be influenced into 
supporting.

Justice, Mr. A.D.A. MacGregor. 

Defendants fn the’ ¢ase are 
Measrs. Strathmort Tatham Butlin 
and Henry Ttussell Forsyth, char- 
tered accountants, of Gloucestec 
Building, executors to the estate 
of the late Mr, Woo Hay-tong, who 
are represented by Mr. Elton Pot- 
ter K.C., Mr, F.C. Jenkin, K-C., 
and Mr, HL CG. Macnamara, instruct- 
ed hy Messrs, Woo antl Nash, 

Mr. H. G.’ Sheldon jnatructed. by 
Measra, Hastings and Co., appears 
on behalf of Mr..Crotcher, 

Mr. Potter, opening the case for 
the defence, dealt with the admia- 
sibility of certaln books in the pro- 
ceedings, The books he wished to 
bring before the Court were those 
in the handwritiniy of the late Mr. 
Woo Hay-tang. ‘The fivst was that 
which contained a record of ude 
vances mode te various parties

IMPORTANT DOCUMENT. 
The second document he wishod 
_ to put in'was a note made on the 
Moxon and Taylor share list.

He would 
justify its admission on the ground 
that ft contained entries against 
credit, 


.Tho next document .was the 
envelope containing Mok'’s secu- 
rity, on the front of which was a 
statement as to the securitics and 
amounts advanced. It showed the 
true financial position between 
Mok and Woo, and one of the argu- 
ments for the defence would be
